Peter Rogers, lay clerk of St. George's 
Chapel, Windsor, where he was born 
in 1614. Few musicians can claim e 
more varied career of “upa and 
downs.” He began as a chorister of 
St. George's Chapel, under Dr. Nathan- 
fel Giles, being employed there, first 
as aesinging boy, and afterwards as a 
singing man. He evidently had « good 
training, for as organist of Christ 


| Church Cathedral, Dublin, in 1639, he 


was highly successful and popular 
until the rebellion in 1641, when he 
Was compelied to hastily quit Dublin, 
returning egain to Windsor, where 
he was re-instated as “choir-man.” 
Bad iuck, however, soon came in his 
way egain, this time in consequence of 
the civil war, so he took up private 
residence in the neighborhood, and in 
this way he procured a subsistence hy 
teaching. Now comes some lurk:—In 
1658, by the assistanne of his staunch 
friend, Doctor Nathaniel Ingelo, and 
by commend of Oliver Cromwell, he 
obtained the’ degree of Bachelor of 
Music at Cambridge, acquiring a 
great reputation in that University by 
his exercise. At the Restoration 
1660), the was employed to compose 
the ~nusic to be performed at the 
Guildhall on the day His Majesty 
Charles II., and his brothers, the Duke 
of York and Gloucester, dined there 
with the Lord Mayor. 

Luck seemed abundant now, and he 
was shortly after chosen as organist 
of Eton College, which situation he 
soon after resigned, and was re-ap- 
pointed as layclerk at Windeor (1662) 
He was now invited to Oxford, where 
he was appointed organist of Magdalen 
College (1664), Upon the opening of 
the new Theatre in that city (1669) 
he was create@ Doctor in Music, but 
although e#]1 seemed well, he was 
suddenly removed from his appoint- 
jment at Magdalen College on account 
of irregularities. Anthonk Wood says 
“Rogers continued at the University 
where he was much esteemed, till the 
year 1685, when he was ejected, in 
company with the Fellows of the Col- 
lege, by King James II, after which 
he long resifed in the skirts of the 
town, totally disregarded.” The Uni- 
versity, although not entitled to do 
so conferred upon him an unnuity 
of £20 for life, and upon this pension 
he struggled unti] June 1698, when he 
died, and was buried in St. Peter-le- 
Bailey. His aged widow eurvived him 
only seven months, and was laid by 
his sie on January bth, 1699.

“Three fires were discovered on Van- 
couver Isiand and as a result crews were 
put to work and fires reported safe next 
day. As all commerc’al telegraph and 
telephone stations were closed, and the 
fires in out of the way places, {t is doubt- 
ful if they would have been discovered and 
reported for at least another day which 
would have meant heavy addit'onal ex- 
pense.” 

“A recurrence of the Menzies Ray fire 
was discovered in time for it to be check- 
ed, the ground patrol tn the finmediate 
vicinity dad not seen 't."

ARE REVEALED 


Manufacturers could expand the 
medium priced motor car buying field 
by impreasing upon the prospect thet 
it does not “cost a young fortune to 
keep that kind of a car," accord: 
ing to analysis by the National Auto- 
mobile Dealers’ Association of a num- 
ber of inquiries recently sent to buy- 
|ers. Economy was a prevailing con- 
sideration in the purchase of the 
car, Inquiries were sent to 100 car 
owners who were divided into ten 
purchasers from each of ten dealers. 

Then, too, this class of purchaser 
thinks that the manufacturer leaves 
too many things off the car that he 
regards as accessories that the pur- 
chaser looks on as necessaries For 
instance, buyers in this field think 
they are entitled to have their cars 
come through with theft-proof locks, 
motometer, gpare tire, spot Iight, 
and the like, The man who buys a 
$500 car may agree that he isn't 
entitled to anything more than a 
chassis and body ,and one who buys 
a car costing more than $2,000 may 
feel able to purchase extra equip- 
ment, but the man who. buys 
between $1,000 and $2,000 feels that 
he js entitled to something beside a 
motor and a place to alt, 


Has Become Rare Bird 


The inquiries as sent out by Gen- 
eral Manager Moock of the dealer 
association deveioped some rather 
interesting things that the dealers 
could do also to sell more motor 
vehicles, A number suggested that 
cars were too much misrepresented 
by salesmen, Then the sales man- 
ager and the salesmen should agreo 
on what representations are to be 
made by the salesmen, Some sales 
were lost because the salesman's 
story was out of line with the house 
policy. 

Some dealers are still too inde- 
pendent, “don't care if you do buy 
or don't,” this questionnaire reveala 
although there 1s a pretty thorough 
suspicion in the trade that that kind 
of a dealer js a pretty rare bird now. 
Courtesy to the customer was 
stressed by all the buyers as being 
much needed among the salesmen in 
the trade, 

The salesman should get the pros- 
pect behind the wheel, “Get the 
prospect behind the wheel of an 
—-——— car." wald one, “and see 
the sales roll up.” 

Some of the salient facts devel- 
oped by the questionnatre were that 
20 per cent. of the cars purchased 
were closed models, 80 per cent. 
open. The purchaser disposed of a 
used car that on the average was 28 
months old, which he had driven on 
an average of 19 months, 

In purchasing o car the reputa- 
tion of the dealer influenced 6 
cent, in the purchase, In 60 per 
cent. of the cases it did not. In 
two-thirds of the cases the reputation 
of the manufacturer waa an influence 
in 83 per cent. it was not. 

Comfort ad convenience was a 
consideration among 175 per cent., 
possession of same make of car by 
friends a consideration in 40 per 
cent, personal friencship with the 
dealer or saleaman a factor with 20 
Per cent, and trade-in allowance on 
used car with 36 per cent.

lation, which is overwhelmingly 
homogeneous an opportunity of tak- 
ing it# place by the side of the other 
communities composing the §ritieh 
Empire.” He added that this was a 
great moment in history. 
Will Satisfy Majority 

“The Irish are an ancient and par- 
ent people,’ Lord Birkenhead con- 
tinued, “and I believe this settlement 
has a chance to satisfy the senti- 
ments of an overwhelming majority 
of the citizens of Southern Ireland. 
It so, we shall see vear by year the 
disappearance of those animosities 
which have poisoned our national life 
and weakened our national efforts 
for seven centuries.” 

Remarking that if it were neces- 
sary that the settlement be submitted 
to the last test. which it was the gov- 
ernment’s power to apply, (to the 
people), Lord Birkenhead proceeded 
to give the reasons that led him to 
believe that his hopes that Ulster 
would decide to enter the settlement 
were not wildly extravagant. 

The chancellor explained that when 
some time ago the government re- 


viewed the military situation and the | 


warfare in Treland “which were not 
proceeding favorably to our cauise,”’ 
it became clear that a continuance 
of the struggle would mean a ca}! for

Birkenhead Asks Questions

Lord Birkenhead asked, “that we 


were suffering military humiliation |

A goodly part of the, chancellor's 
speech was devoted to peraonal ques- 
tions. He said Lord Carson had pub- 
licly prescribed him from a friend- 
ship which had many memories for 
him. Lord Carson, he declared could 
do that, “but nobody can deprive me 
of the memories so indisolubiy dound 
up in the past, when we ran common 
isks.” 

Quoting from some passages of 
Lord Carson's speech, the chancellor 


said: 
Wild and Foolish Words 

“These are wild and foolish words.” 
| He also lashed out in his characteris- 
tic style at the Marquis of Salisbury 
fand the Duke of Northumberland. He

In conclusion, alluding to what he 
termed the approbation of the Em- 
pire for the treaty, Lord Birkenhead 
jexpressed the hope that the future 
| would see Ireland which at last after 
}eenturies would be reconciled to Brit- 
jain and making its own eplendid tn- 
| dividual contributions to the Empire 
land participating in Imperial coun- 
cil. as equal beside equal to support 
and give expression to the historic 
| destinies and rightful influences of 
that country. 

Austen Chamberlain, the govern- 
ment leader in the house of commons 
lin his summing up defended not only 
‘the action of the government in con- 
cluding the agreement with Irelad, 
but his own attitudes as a member of

was from five to fifty miles wide and 
;one hundred and eighty miles long 
|In that storm every range but three 
jin township twenty-nine was struck, 
from west of the fifth meridian to the 
Saskatchewan border.

swept a little north and etruck all 
three ranges {n township thirty. On 
August 9th a storm north and east of

Of all the s@vantages afforded by 
the fireless cooker and the casserole, 


ing holiday week is the amount of 
time they afford me to spend with my 
guests. Just a few minutes for the 
preparation of a dish whenever I am 
at leisure, and I know that it will be 
perfectly cooked when I set it before 
my family and their friends. 

Every home-maker treasures pretty 
things for her table; every member of 
the family enjoys good things to eat. 
Why not please every one this Christ- 
mas by adding to the household equip- 
ment a handsome casserole and a 
standard? Let me tell you that it costs 
so little compared with the pleasure 
't affords. 

And these are only a few of the 
delicious dishes we share with our 
friends during the yuletide: 

For tuna scallop I flake a pound can 
of fish, and mince a medium-sized 
onion. I peel potatoes. quarter them 
lengthwise, then silce enough to make 
a quart. After buttering the casserole, 
I put din one-third of the onion, then 
one-third of the fish, and one-third 
of the potatoes, After dredging lightly 
with flour and sprinkling with salt 
and pepper, I repeat the layers until 
ail the Ingredients have been used, 


dot the top with butter, and add two | 


cupfuls of rich milk to cover the po- 

tatoes, The scallop is baked uncovered 

until a golden brown crust has formed 
On top, then I cover the dish, and fin- 

bp baking until the potatoes are ten- 
er. 

Mock roast chicken {s an inexpen- 
sive dish that satisfies our natural de- 
sire for meat on a cold day, Put 
through the food chopper one pound of 
shin of veal, two ounces of salt pork, 
and enough onton to make one table- 
spoonful. Mix this well with one ana 
one-half teaspoonfuls of salt, one-half 
cupful of milk, and one cupful of 
bread crumbs. With two-thirds of the 
mixture line a melon mold or a bread 
pan. Put into a saucepan one cupful 
of bread crumbs and the same amount 
of milk. Bring to a boil, stir until 
thick, and add a teaspoonful of salt, a 
dash of pepper, two teaspoonfuls of 
chopped onion, and one teaspoonful of 
poultry seasoning; beat well. Turn 
this dressing into the hollow in the 
mold, and cover it with the rest of the 
meat mixture with which the mold ts 
lined, then with about six strips of fat 
salt pork. Bake in the mold half an 


| hour in a brisk oven, then remove the 


pork and carefully turn the “chicken” 
out into the casserole or glass pie 
plate, laying the pork over the top 
of the mould. Surround the meat with 


potatoes peeled and out into eights. | 


Bake without a cover until the po- 
tatoes are tender, basting occasionally 
with the liquor in the pan. Serve with 
currant jelly or cranberry sauce. 
Cooking {n most casseroles can be 
accomplished on the ledge of the fur- 
nace, on top of the coal in the heater, 
or where the water pan sets on the 
stove, Such arrangements save a great 
of fuel when the oven is not 
ueded for other baking. I have found 
that a very strong dish may be eet di- 
rectly over a low blaze on _ the oll 
stove. 


The strength of the ¢ish dependa | 


very largely upon its initial care, 
After washing a new glass or china 
dish or utensil, place it on something 
that will support it from the bottom 
of a large kettle and fill the kettle and 
dish with cold water until it covers 
the dish by an inch. Then I bring 
the water slowly to a boil, continue 
boiling at least five minutes, then I 
tuke the kettle from the fire and leave 
the dish in the water until both are 
cold, After such treatment, bolling hot 
rinsing water and other forms of sud- 
Jen heat are not apt to crack or even 
eraze a dish.
